ATTORNEY GENERAL’S MOTION TO EXCUSE
WITNESS STEPHEN J. BARON

The Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, through his Office of
Rate Intervention, and Kentucky Industrial Utility Customers (“KIUC”) request that
Expert Witness Stephen J. Baron be excused from appearing at the hearing set in this matter
for August 17-18, 2021.

testify remotely.
